"Savage cries of pain and of anger 
resounded through the wood. A great 
many men feS! there and 
saturated 
the ground 
with Mood. Soon 
the 
French artillery came into action and 
its projectiles completed the work of 
the bayonet. Our men beat a retreat 
at juil speed across .the wood now in 
flajnef. Those who had escaped 
the 
bayonet fell under the rain of ballets 
and lay -burning in the thickets. Only 
tfO men of my regiment returned. Of 
ite otaer only U came back, and 
of 
rhe Tl survivors, all were more or less 
jrrierousJy wounded. 
"I followed the campaign in Man- 
churia. DUI_I think in the. course of the 
five first cays of tne battle of 
the 


Marne. more victims fell than 
were 


counted in the battles of Mukden and 
of Liao Yang." 


Another evidence of the murderous 
character of the fighting' in this battle 
is furnished by a French soldier's let- 
ter pui>!isbe4 by the Etepeche de Tou- 
Icuse. "tt'e 
have 'been fighting 
fo* 
three weeks to the east of Ver«Jua in 
t&e region of the Tournon. 
Genicourt 
and Saint Mediel forests." ie 
wrote. 
"We advance, but very slowly 'because 
the '.Joches' (Germans) are" strongly 
entrenched. For tea days we occupied 
trenches "onlj- 400 yards from 
theirs, 
and they did a.1! that was 
humanly 
possible to 
break 
through. They 
charged as many as ten times a day 
and at night they tried to approach bv 
creepiae along the ground. But 
all 
their assaults were 
repelled 
with 
great slaughter: 3,000 German bodies 
were left in front of our trenches. 
"After every repulse each of 
oar 
men grabbed two or three 
mausers 


with ammunition from the bodies of 
the dead and stood them alongside in 
the trenches, 
and when the 
enemy 
saise back 
he was received by 
fire 
from his own weapons. 


"To guard against surprise at night 
we took aH the empty beef cans, tied 
them to a. cord and piled them so thai 
when ithe Germans 
came 
creeping 
toward our lines and the cord 
was 
touched they made enough noise 
to 
give the alarm. One sight rvhen the 
cans rattled, we replied with immedi- 
ate volleys and itbere was no more dis- 
turbance that night- In the morning 
•we counted 500 dead Germans lyins 
oa the ground within a hundred yards 
of the trenches.

Of 
the other only 11 came back, and

the 71 survivors, all were more or less 
grievously wounded.
